I 
Plaintiff brings this action under Title IV of the 
Labor-Management Reporting and Disclosure Act of 1959 (Act of 
September 14, 1959, 73 Stat. 519 et seq., 29 U.S.C. 401 et seq.), 
hereinafter referred to as the Act. 
II 
Jurisdiction of this action is conferred upon the 
Court by section 402(b) of the Act (29 U.S.C. 482(b)). 
III 
Defendant, International Organization of Masters, Mates 
and Pilots, International Maritime Division, ILA, AFL-CIO, is, 
and at all times hereinafter mentioned has been, an unincorporated 
association maintaining its principal office at 39 Broadway, City 
of New York, County of New York, State of New York, within the 


jurisdiction of this Court. 


IV 2a 


Defendant is, and at all times relevent to this 


action has heen, a Labor orcanization engaged in an industry 


affecting commerce within the meaning of sections 3(i), 3 (3) 
and 401(a) of the Act (29 U.S.C. 402(i), 402(5) and 48l(a)).

Defendant is affiliated with the International 
Longshoremen's Association, an international Labor organization 
engaged in an industry affecting commerce within the meaning of 
sections 3(i) and 3(j) of the Act (29 U.S.C. 402(i) ana 402(45)). 

VI 

Defendant, purporting to act pursuant to its 
Constitution and By-Laws, conducted, an election of officers by 
mail ballot during the reriod ‘rom Sertember 21, 1971 to 
December 22, 1971, which election was subject to the provisions 
of Title IV of the Act (29 U.S.C, 481 et sea.). 

VII 

The conduct of the aforesaid election was rrotested 
by 16 members in cood standing of defendant at various times 
to the International Ballot Committee before and on the day 
of the ballot tally, December 12, 1971. Protests were also 
presented to the International Ballot Committee at various 
times subsequent to the ballot tally. The International 
Secretary-Treasurer, on behalf of the International Ballot 
Committee, by letter dated Januarv 7, 1972, informed the 


complainants that they must appeal all rulings of the International

Ballot Committee to the General Executive Board. Having 
received adverse decisions on many of the protests lodged 
with the International Ballot Committee, the complainants, 
by letter dated January 19, 1972, filed a protest with the 
General Executive Board. In response, the General Executive 
Board, in an undated letter postmarked February 29, 1972, 
advised the complainants that the appeals were denied. The 
complainants, having exhausted all available internal remedies, 
filed a complaint with the plaintif?# on March 29, 1972. 
hp & wp 

Plaintiff investigated the said complaint pursuant 
to section 601 of the Act (29 U.S.C. 521) and in accordance 
with section 402(b) of the Act (29 U.S.C. 482(b)), and, asa 
reault of facts shown by his investigation, found probable cause 
to believe that violations of Title IV of the Act («2 U.S.¢c. 
401) had occurred and had not been remedied at the ‘ime of the 
institution of this action.

Defendant, in the conduct of the aforesaid election 
violated the following provisions of Title IV of the Act (29 
U.3.C. 401): 

(a) section 401(g) of the Act (29 U.S.C. 481,,)) in 
that union funds received by way of dues, assessmant, or similar 
levy, were expended to promote the sandidacy of certain persons 


in the election; 


(b) section 40l(e) of the Act (29 U.S.C. 481(e)) in 


that: 


(i) members in good standing were denied the right 


to be candidates and hold office,

(ii) members in good standing were denied a 
reasonable opportunity for the nomination of candidates, 

(441i) members in gocd standing were denied the 
right to vote for or otherwise support the candidate or 
candidates of their choice, and 

(iv) defendant failed to conduct the election 
accordance with its Constitution and By-Laws; 


(¢) section 401(c) of the Act (29 U.S.C. 481(c)) 


(1) members were denied the right to inspect lists 
containing the names and last known addresses of all members 
of defendant, 

(ii) defendant failed to comply with all reasonable 
requests of candidates to distribute by mail or otherwise at 
the candidates expense campaign literature in aid of such 
person's candidacy, 

(iii) defendant failed to treat candidates equally 
with respect to the distribution of canpaign literature, and 

(iv) defendant discriminated sgainst candidates with 
respect to the use of membership lists. 

x 

The violatiomof sectiors 40l(c), 401(@) and 401(g) 
of the Act (29 U.S.C. 481(¢), 48i(e) and 481(g)) found and 
alleged above may have affected the outcome of the election. 

WHEREFORE, plaintiff prays for judgment: 

(a) declaring the election for all offices conducted 
by defendant on September 21 through December 21, 1971, to be 
null and void; 

(b) directing a new election for all offices of 


defendant under the supervision of the plaintiff;

(d) for such other relief as may be appropriate.

We're not going to participate in this. 


Burt, you can stay here and fool around all you 


want. 

Unfortunately, the problem has arison 
because of the scheduling difficulty. It is under~ 
standable. It took us two days to reach you -- 

MR. HALL: That isn't really so. I 
promptly talked to the AAA and told them IT would be 
available last Friday and last Monday, before the 
date. It was at your request it was delayed to 
today. 

MR. SCHWARTZ: In any event, the Ballot 
Committee, because of the scheduling problems, has 
not been able to moet. They're coming in on Mon- 
day. 

I tell you now, Burt, we're going to meet 
on Monday and we will be glad to hear you, not only 
with regard to the matter of Koonce but with re- 
gard to some of these other matters you have raised, 
such ag lists of membersh:y:, and things of that 
sort. They will rule on that. And then, in so far 


as this specific matter is concerned, in the event 
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the Ballot Committee follows the recommendation 
of the convention, this matter of Koonce will be 
submitted to Mr. Schmertz. 

If, at that time, in the orderly pro- 
Cedura, all the material will be placed forth, we 


can show in the constitution who has the authority,

show the resolution we have, get all the material 
out, and I think it will be a lot simpler, because 
you may find some of your svetiene rosolved in the 
internal machinery in the Union. 

MR. HALL: I would like to ask the In- 
ternational: You mean to say you do not have a 
copy of the resolution referring this to the AAA? 

MR. SCHWARTZ: . You know how these tiings 
Operate. Don't pull this stuff on me. You can 
save your cross-examination for the witnesses, not 
me. 

At this point, we ask the matter be ad- 
journed. I don't think there is anything before 
you. 

THE ARBITRATOR: You are not prepared to 
become a party at this point? 

‘MR. SCHWARTZ: We are a party, of course. 


I don't think you have the matter before you. 
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THE ARBITRATOR: You won't participate?

MR. HALL: I would like to draw Mr. 
Schmertz's attention to Article IV, Section 1, of 
the new International constitution: 

“The authority in power of this organiza- 
tion is vested in the members thereof, acting by 
and through their duly-elected delegates, meeting 
at . convention assemblies. Such convention is the 
source of all true and legislative authority of 
the organization and possesses, as such, supreme 
and absolute power over same and all channels 
leading thereto. It shall, while in session, have 
the sole and exclusive power to grant charters --" 
and so she: 

And among others is the phrase °...to 
hear and determine all appeals and to enact laws 


and establish regulations to settle jrievances from 
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the subordinate parties or members thereof." 

The convention has passed a resolution. 
I don't think Mr. Schwartz is going to deny that. 
We do not have a copy of the resolution. However, 
I tell you and counsel that the substance of the 
resolution is that this matter is referred for de- | 
Cision by the AAA. The prion er recommended to 
the convention by the International president, 

Mr. O'Callaghan, and the convention approved that 
recommendation, making it a normal act of the con- 
vention. 

I do not see how Mr. Schwartz can now 
contend some other body -- the Ballot Committee or 
another appointed agency, appointed by an indi- 
vidual official -- has some power over the conven- 
tion and over you as the instrumentality of the 
convention. You are sitting here with the conven- 
tion's power erapyed around you, and there is no 
other force in this Union that is capable of coming 
in between you and the jurisdictional power to re- 


solve the issue. 


THE ARBITRATOR: You say you don't have a 


copy of the resolution. 


MR. HALL: No. But the Union does. 
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> say this is the substance of it. And 
I call upon the International, which is present 
here, to preduco that resolution. 

THE ARBITRATOR: As I understand, the 
International Local's position, in substance, is 
they're secking a short adjournment of this hearing 
until shortly after Monday. 

MR. HALL: The constitution, I believe, 
calls for ballots to be sent out within 30 days 
of the International convention, and the 30 days 
have transpired. Today is the 30th day, or very 


close to it. I don't see how we can afford an 


adjournment. When I say ‘we,* I mean the Union, 


all of us. 
MR. HAROLD: It's @ 90-day referendum. 
The time is not limited -- 

‘a MR. HALL: The convention placed this 
obligation. That obligation obviously is not going 
to be met, spacificaliy because the ballots can't be 
sent out today. 

THE ARBITRATOR: I did not anticipate to 
be required to make a preliminary jurisdictional

before me, ox whether the matter is prematurely 
before me, or whether a ballot committce has to act 
before it comes here. 

I ithe eheie contentions would take 
some time, if I were to hear just the jurisdictional 
contentions. That's a threshold quastion I have 
to decide before I go to the substantive question 
concerning Mr. Koonce's right or lack of right to 
withdraw, 

As a practical matter, we can handle it 
two ways: I can hear all of you on the jurisdic- 
tional question first,and if I’m required to make 
a decision as to whether I can go forward with this 
particular matter, in view of the position of the 
International and the Local, I would do that. And 
I obviously can't assure anybody that I can do that 
right from the bench, as it is. 

Secondly, the other possibility is to 
consider the Union's request for a short adjournment 


through Monday. They indicated something may happen 


on Monday which might be favorable to your position. 


I haven't looked at my calendar. I don't 


know how quickly after Monday I can set it down. 


But, since I'm involved in this, I will make an 


asta" 
effort to do so, so wo can be under way as quickly 


after Monday as possible, with the same issues be- 
fore me then as now, or with lesser or narrower 
issues as a result of the action of the Ballot 
Committee and the possibility, as I undorstand it -- 
the possibility the Ballot Committee might act in 

a@ manner totally favorable. 

MR. HALL: I would like to submit, first, 
the jurisdictional issue, so-called, 4s sham, there 
4s nothing in it. 

Neither of these two distinguished attor- 
neys has suggested any way in which the power of 
the convention to authorize, at. the convention, or 
Gecide it at the convention itself, was subject 
by a prior position of the Ballot Comnittee.

This last-minute talk about the Dallot

THE ARBITRATOR: That may be so, but -~

MR. SCHWARTZ: As @ practical matter, — 


you'll have other questions, which may or may not 


have to be decided on. You have a request for a 


list and requests for having a handwriting expert, 
and all that kind of stuff. 

I had assumed -- and I wantad to tell 
you that today -- with the committce coming in on 
Monday, I would assume you want to come in and make 
your presentation with regard to that. 

MR. HALL: I haven't previously been in- 
vited. 

The differance between those issuos, those 
have not been referred to Mr. Schmertz. 

MR. SCHWARTZ: Perhaps they can be re- 
solved. Perhaps the Ballot Committee will decide, 
4f they can't be resolved, rather than resolve then 
themselves, refer it to the Arbitrator, or they may 
resolve it chenseives and not need arbitration.

MR. HALL: The opposition candidatos -- 
and primarily the three opposition candidates for 
inteenuesannd office -- have been placed at a 
serious disadvantage this past month, and a weck 
more -- since July 22nd -- by an uncertainty as to 
whether one of them would be a candidate, it causes, 
and has caused, a great many more problems to thea. 

For example, each candidate is alicawcd a 
200-word statement in the election issue, and it is 


customary for the three candidates to jointly put 
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out one statement. 
These people were placed in the position 
of not knowing whether one third of their joint

There was, of course, gocd reason for 
thig. The other office would have barred him from 
being a candidate for International office, but 
being a candidate for convention delegate would net |:

office. He personally foels that a candidate for 
International office should not be a candidate for 
convention delegate. Moreover, if you look at the 
by~laws of the offshore Givision, it would indicate 
that if he ig elected to the International office 
he is automatically a convention Gelegate. There- 
fore, he wishes to withdraw as convention delegate. 

Ue advised the ballot committee of this. 
The ballot committee refused to permit him to with- bey: 
draw. This request is exactly the game position ne. 
the other question because the ballots have not

Insofar as we aro concerned, we object to 
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any procedurewloss we find ourselves unwittingly 
in this position because of the American Arbitration 
who says that we must have an Arbitrator.

THE ARBITRATOR: Were these controverted 
where the parties disagreed as to the Arbitrator's 
authority or were they techie that the parties 
although they disagreed on them thcy mutually agreed 
to submit them to the Arbitrator.

This is the first time that one party has taken the 
position that the Arbitrator doesn't have any 
authority to hear the issues.

Cause the practice of the Local vas clear, the by- 
laws were clear. There were several rulings made 
all of which indicated under the by-laws that the 
candidates had the right to the membership lists. 
Nevertheless, over the objection of the candidates) 
the person who is in your chair proceeds with a 
ruling. 

It's a ruling which I think has no 
force because it's contrary to the by-laws, How- 
ever, it was the ruling in that particular election.

SCHWARTZ: Local 88 situations is 
one thing I am not familiar with. I am not faniliar 
with what happened. I don't know whether you agree 
to go there and argue the mattor but obviously 
the 88 agreed to go. Thay raised no objection to

Let's take a situation with regard to 
the watermarking of ballots. Suppose in that sit=- 
uation that instead of agreeing that that's what 


should be done the election committee had said no, 


we don't think it's necessary to watermark ballots.

I am rather convinced that I don't have 
the authority evan if I have personal views on it 
to make that kind of decision. That means if wo 
go forward without such a ruling the two of you 
would be unclear as to the import of any decision 
which I make. Mr. Schwartz would be taking the 
position that it is final and binding within the 
traditional meaning of the phrase, assuming you 
went forward and Mr. Hall would take the position 
that he had appeal rights along the lines that you 


have suggasted. But, it looks like we are unable 


to get the parties to agree to go forward with the 


issues, 
Until we can mutually agree upon what 
foxce, the anforceability, what kind of binding 


and final nature of an award that I may render 
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would be, until wo get that either agreed to by the 
parties or ordered by some othor form, perhaps, it 
doesn't look like we can go ahead. 

MR. HALES I would say that you are right 
in your major points that obviously the question of 


whether anything is binding prevents us from coming 


into court is to be determined by the court when 


you go into court. The position that we tako when 
we came here is that we want everybody to under=- 
stand so that we won't be misleading anyone that 
we do: not waive our appellate rights. 

THE ARBITRATOR: Whatever those sights 
may be. They may disagree just what those rights 
are. 

MR. HALL: We say let's proceed and pass 
on the objections and questions and demands so that 
the union will have the fullest possible chance to 
consider these matters to save itself from any 
embarrassment by an outside proceeding and so that 
the election can be conducted without having to 
be set aside or enjoinad. 

TUE ARDITRATORs What about within the 
consideration of the resolution of the convention 


which refers certain matters to the American 
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Arbitration Association for final and binding ar- 
bitration. 

That resolution, whatover rights Mr, 
Hall and his pera or Mr. liall'’s clients may hava, 
if any, in connection with the appeal to either the 
courts or elsewhere are reserved, 


MR. SCHWARTZ: The convention action 


seems to be clear. They agree they would submit 


to final and binding arbitration. But Mr. Hall 
won't submit to this. 

THE ARBITRATOR: It may turn out that 
the opposition candidates here don't have any 
rights at all in an appeal considering the resolu- 

hen of the convention. It may turn out as a 
matter of law that any decision I may render is 
final and binding within the traditional meaning 
of that word. 

MR. SCHWARTZ: How can that be when he 
makes a recitation-- 

MR. HALL: Mr. Schwartz raised a good 
question from his point of view. The convention 
ebviously has no power to impose on us a restric- 
tion which we do not accept. I do think that mr. 


Schwartz iswrong when he thinks that the phrase 
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2 final and binding is clear. I don't think it's 
3 claar to him. I think that phrase simply means |

rules regardless of what our situation is once 
we have asked them to act as the impartial ballot- 
ing agency even though our constitution states our 
ballot agency supervises these activitios, if 
they say implicitly that we must follow the arbi- 


tration procedure whother they want it or not, 
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whethor I want it or not but simply because an ob- 
jection to the rulings of the balloting committee | 
has been raised then obviously I will go forward. 

THE ARBITRATOR: It may be that the 
American Arbitration Association has to decide the 
threshold question. 

HR. SCHWARTZ: I would think so, frankly. 

THE ARDITRATOR: We very ofton in col- 
lective bargaining agree that the Arbitrator's 
decision is final and binding, but that doesn't 
mean that you can’t upset the award on the various ss 
grounds set forth in Article 75, Very often it 
could happen that a Human Rights Comission could 
upset an arbitration award regardless of the final -; 
and binding record sat forth in the contract. 

MR. HALL: I think the convention is 
unilaterally -- 

THE ARBITRATOR: Let me make a suggestion. 
It scems to me if counsol will consider the question 


on the record, the nature of the issucs which remain 


in dispute, so that we can consider the kinds of issues 


which you would ask the American Arbitration Associatio 


through the Arbitrator to decide, and as he studies 
’ we 


your by-laws and your constitution, and whatever 
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other documonts he might nood, withouc refcrence 


to special issues, Mr. Hall, which you are attempting 


to appoal either to the American Arbitration A3so~- 


ciation or to the Arbitrator, maybe we could get 
-that on the record. 

MR. SCHWARTZ: I don't have any objection 
to that if you want to go through the whole thing 
again. 

THE ARBITRATOR: Off the record. 

(Discussion off the record) 

MR. HALL: First there is the issue of 
discriminatory treatment by the union with regard 
to the campaign litcrature. 

MR. SCIWARTZ: Can't we use the same 
order as we used in the record? 

MR. HALL: I believe one of tho first 
quostions we talked about was the failure of the 
election process as conducted by shin International 
ballot committee to rospect the rights of the 
Local membership and its elected ballot comnaittce 
under the Local 88 by-laws as to the variaty of 
questions that come up. One of which is the selec 
tion of the Triple A. The Local 88 by-laws as z 


understand it says that the membership has the 
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right to select the agency. The question was nover 
put to the 88 membership. 

Similarly, thers were requests which were 
ignored by the ballot committee and the members 
denied valuable rights. 

THE ARBITRATOR: Can you do it this ways 
Can you say the ballot committee was asked to do 
certain things and it did or did not do those 
things, which we object to, and we are not asking 
the Arbitrator to do something else. Can you 
suggest-- 


MR. HALL: First of all, we asked the 


International ballot committee to uphold the rights — 


of the membership, and have the jocal b. llot com- 
mittee, as distinct from the tatexnationsds with 
regard to various steps along the way in the early 
procedure in which each of the membership or 

its elected local ballot committee was supplanted 

by the International ballot committee and decisions, 
in effect, imposed by the local, by the International 
ballot committee. To be fairly precise, as I 
understand the objection along these lines, speci- 
fically, there was -the objection to the International 


using the Triple A in this election because it was

THE CHAIRMAN: Shall we proceed? 


MR. HALL: Well, to begin with, there are 


a couple of matters left over from the other 
hearing which I mentioned off the record. We 
can go on the record. 

There was, at the end of our hearing, an 
undertaking by the international organization to 
pay expenses of stenographic records. Also 
received, mostly for myself, certain exhibits. 
The undertaking was to make copies of those 
exhibits and return them along with copies, to 
the person submitting them and give copies to all 
the parties. 


I don't believe that's been done, and as to-. 
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the agreement to pay the expenses, that's been 
done only in part. One member will pay the 

$50 towards the stenographic record as a down 
payment to get the court reporter here, has not 
been reimbursed. Request has been made for his 
reimbursement, but that request has been refused 
by the international union. 

The requesting member is Captain Holdeman, 
and all requests by him or on his behalf to have 
his $50 paid, has been refused. That seems to 
be contrary to the agreement as recorded in the 
minutes earlier. 

Also, I'm informed by Mr. Schwartz just 
off the record today, that he does have those 
exhibits and will return them and I accept his 
statement. : 

MR. SCHWARTZ: Yes, I will. 

MR. HALL: I'm just repeating. 

MR. SCHWARTZ: And Arthur and I will 
negotiate the fifty bucks. If we disagree, you 


can be the arbitrator, how is that? 


MR. HALL: I accept the designation. 


MR. SCHWARTZ: You accept the designation. 
He wants fifty bucks for his fee, Arthur, for 


serving as arbitrator. 


MR. HALL: The constitution -- I can't find 


the section offhand, provides that charges to the 
election be made by a candidate at the time of 

the election. I assume that time is now: Article V, 
I assume “at time is now, and I propose on the 

part of my clients to make some of those objec- 

tions now. 

Other written objections: which come in dur- 
ing the court of the ballots will be submitted on 
behalf of the candidates who send them in.

The precise number of violations, the first of 
which is-the publication by the international

dues, assessments and other levies, were expended 
on this campaign literature, and no similar

has recently been distributed only a few weeks 
before the close of the election, which 
masquerades as a report of the affiliation of 
the union with the International Longshoremen's 
Association, and which contains a long campaign 
statement bearing the signature of tha incombent 
international president along with the president 
of the Longshoremen's Association, promising -- 
making all kinds of campaign promises, and 
promising all the good things that they said they 
are going to do.

costs of making tthe copy. 


I have such a copy dated 1963 in my office, | 


given to a certain Captain Logan, who was at 


chat time a candidate for office. All he did was ‘* 


pay for it. The same has been done generally 
by +2 union, and the union and its newspaper 
has announced this fact, that is, that it's the 
right of a candidate to buy such a copy for his 
use as a candidate, or for any other use. 

This was the purpose of the bylaw when it 
was adopted, the universal’ - understood meaning 
of the purpose of the bylaw. It's also the 
obvious meaning of the bylaws to anyone who 
reads it on its face. This right has been 
refused again in this election. Candidates, 
Mr. Soto and others, have requested copies of 
this mailing list, certific4 copies a to this 
date of the mailing list, offered to pay for 
them in accordance with the bylaws, and their 
requests have been refused. 


The only ones that have been allowed. copies 
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of the bylaws -- copies of the bylaws have been 
the company officials running for re-election. 
That, I believe, is the meaning of that 
paragraph.

The notice of elections that was sent out 
on the date of April 30th, to all officers and 
division members, contained, under each of the 
separate court notices, a statement under the 
heading: "Distribution of Campaign Literature," 
and those notices stated that independent mail- 
ing service, San Francisco, Seattle, Portland 
and Wilmington, that's in the case of the 
California notice, the oan Orleans notice has an 
independent mailing servi¢e in New Jrleans, the 
Baltimore notice has an independent mailing 
service in Baltimore, and so on, and will be 
maintained for the mailing out of campaign 
literature, and the candidates are instructed to 
submit documents for mailing to these various 
independent mailing services. 


In fact, however, no independent mailing 


services in these different cities was set up, 


and candidates, as I'm advised, were required to 
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come to New York or send the matter to New York 
for mailing, and they were only -- and they were 
not given any written notice of this obligation, 
so they had to find out for themselves. 

I would say again, that this is an unfair 


treatment of out of tow, << out-of-town opposi- 


tion candidates. Obviously, the incumbents were 


running for election, at. these various ports, 
and had knowledge of what they could do and not 
do, but the opposition was obviously misled by 
the International, and the false information 
given them in this notice of information was not 
even corrected. 

Additionally, the very fact that they had 
to come to New York to send up literature, was 
an unfair discriminatory treatment of them. fr 
would also like to submit the papers I mentioned, 
and made reference to before. These are various 
letters submitted by Mr. Hemming, who is a 
Candidate for Port Agent, New York. I have them =<

We, the members of the International Organi- 
zation of Masters, Mates and Pilots, for the better 
regulation of matters pertaining to our crafts, for 
the protection of the lives and property entrusted 
to our care, for the improvement of our economic 
status, and for the elevation of our standing in 
the community and our character as men do 
hereby prepare and adopt this Constitution for 
the International Organization of Masters, Mates 
and Pilots. 


ARTICLE I. ORGANIZATION 


Section 1. Name and Principal Office 

This body shall be known by the name of Inter- 
national Organization of Masters, Mates and 
Pilots, and its headquarters and principal office 
shall be in the Port of New York area. 

It shall hereinafter be referred to in this Con- 
stitution as the “Organization”. 
Section 2. Structure and Composition 

The Organization shall consist of Divisions: 

ya) Offshore Division 

b) Inland Division

The Offshore Division shall consist of members 
formeriy members of offshore Locais and others 
who qualify under its By-Laws. 

The Inland Division shall consist of all mem- 
bers of inland Locals existing as of the date of 
adoption of this Constitution plus additional Lo- 
cals for which charters are issued by the Inter- 
national President after such date. 

The Pilots Division shall consist of all members 
formerly members of Pilot Locals and others who 
qualify under its By-Laws. 

The Government Employees’ Division shall in- 
clude ali members of the Organization employed 
by Federal, State, Municipal, or other Govern- 
ment units or authorities, who are not represented 
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in collective bargaining through another Division 
or Lecal of the Organization. 

The Shoreside Division shall consist of persons 
employed ashore who are declared cligible for 
membership by the General Executive Board or 
Convention action. 

Additional Divisions may be established by 
General Exceutive Board or Convention action. 
Section 2. Objectives and Purpore 

It shall be the object of the Organization to 
protect, maintain and advance the interests of the 
professional maritime workers and such other 
persons within its jurisdiction and to unite all 
such persons in the Organization without regard 
to age, sex, race, nationality and creed. It shall 
also be the purpose of the Organization to improve 
the wages, hours and conditions of employment of 
its members and to engage in legislative, political, 
educational and other activities which wiil further 
the interests of the members of the Organization 
and of professional seafarers elsewhere in the 
world with similar duties and responsibilities. 


ARTICLE II. JURISDICTION 


Section 1. General 

The Organization shall exercise and maintcin 
jurisdiction over ail persons engaged in the navi- 
gation, pilotage, and movement of merchant and 
other vessels and the handling of waterborne 
cargo. Such persons include individuals utilizing 
or supervising the use of all vessel equipment; 
and other persons declared eligible for member- 
ship by General Executive Board or Convention 
action who are represented by the Organization 
for collective bargaining purposes. 

Jurisdiction of the Organization shall include 
positions created or ostablished as replacements 
for traditional positions, as a result of tech- 
nological change and scientific advancement. 

This technological advancement may include 
changes in the method of vessel operations as well 
as changes in equipment. 
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Section 2, Jurisdiction Hereinafter Granted 

If the national or international labor organi- 
gation(s) with which this Organization is afil- 
iated grants additional responsibility or jurisdiec- 
tion to the Organization then such additional 
areas shall be incorporated into this Constitution 
upon approval of the General Executive Board or 
by Convention action. 


ARTICLE ill. MEMBERSHIP 


Section 1. Eligtbility and Application Procedure 

a) All persons, as described in Article I, Sec- 
tion 2, shall be cligible for membership in this 
Organization. 

b) Subordinate bodies of the Organization may 
limit the membership thercof to specific operations 
or a geographic area. 

c) (1) No person otherwise eligible shall be 
denied application because of age, sex, national- 
ity, color or religious beliefs. However, no appli- 
cant shall be admitted to membership, nor shall 
any member retain membership, who is affiliated 
directly or indirectly with any subversive group 
or association which advocates the violent over- 
throw of the legally cor-tituted government of 
the countries in which the Organization has of- 
fices, and further 

(2) No applicant shall be admitted to 
membership except in accordance with the quota 
established by any subordinate body. Initially, the 
job ratio for the Offshore Division shall be 1.5 
members to each contract job. This ratio shall be 
reviewed annually by the General Executive 
Board which shall be authorized to adjust such 
ratio to meet changing employment opportunities. 

d) A person desiring membership in the Or- 
ganization shall make application on the form 
supplied by the Organization. The application 
form shall be submitted to a Membership Com- 
mittee of a subordinate body. After the applicant 
has made such payments as may be required by 
this Constitution and the By-Laws of any sub- 
ordinate body, the Membership Committee shall 
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present Such documents and information at a reg- 
ularly called membership meeting of the subordi- 


nate body for action on the Committee's recom- 
mendation. 
Section 2. Duties of Members 


a) It shall be the duty of cach member to be 
true and loyal to the Organization, treat other 
members with due respect and consideration and 
yield strict obedience to the International Consti- 
tution, By-Laws and Ruies and Regulations as the 
Organization or subordinate body may adopt. 

b) It shall be the obligation of each member to 
upheld and advocate the objectives of bonafide 
labor organizations and te patronize union-made 
goods. Iie shall kcep himself in good standing and 
attend ail meetings of the Organization whenever 
possible. 

c) All members must clear through the offices 
of the Organization on all assienments in accord- 
ance with National Shipping Rules adopted pur- 
suant to the Constitution or the By-Laws of any 
subordinate body or pursuant to provisions of any 
collective bargaining agreement in the port of 
assignment and the port of joining the vessel. 


Section $. Rights of Members 

a) In all Organization and subordinate body 
referenda the ballot of any member shall be 
counted if the member is not suspended for non- 
payment of dues when the ballots are mailed. 

b) Every member of the Organization shall 
have the right to meet and assemble freely with 
other members; to express any view, arguments 
or opinions. He shall have the right to express 
at meetings his views upon candidates in any elec- 
tion or upon any business properly before the 
meeting, subject to reasonable rules established by 
the Organization or the subordinate body pertain- 
ing to the conduct of the meeting. 

c) Nothing in this Section shall be construed 
to impair the right of the Organization or a sub- 
ordinate bedv to adopt and enforce reasonable 
rules as to the responsibility of every member 
toward the Organization as an institution and to 
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his refraining from conduct that would interfere 
with its performance of its legal or contractual 
obligations. 

d) Every member shail have the right to insti- 
tute an action in any court, or in a Proceeding 
before any administrative agency, irrespective of 
whether or not the Organization or its officers are 
named as defendants or respondents in such ac- 
tion or proceeding. 

_ Further, every member shall have the unlimited 
right to appear as a witness in any judicial, ad- 
ministrative, or legislative proceeding, or to peti- 
tion any legislature or to communicate with any 
legislator. 

However, every member shall he required to 
exhaust reasonable hearing procedures (but not 
to exceed a four-month lapse of time) within the 
Organization, before instituting legal or adminis- 
trative proceedings against the Organization or 
any officer thereof, 


A member is prohibited from permitting an em- 
ployer or employer association to directly or in- 
directly finance, encourage, or participate in, 
except as a party, any action, proceeding, appear- 
ance or petition referred to above. 


e) No member of the Organization may be 
fined, suspended, expelled, or otherwise disci- 
plined, except for non-payment of dues by the 
Organization, or by any Officer thereof, unless 
such member has been (i) served with written 
specific charges; (ii) given a reasonable time to 
prepare his defense; (iii) afforded a full and fair 
hearing. 

f) Every member of the Organization shall 
have the right to a copy of the collective bargain- 
ing agreement under which he is employed. 

g) Every subordinate body of the Organization 
shall inform its members of the provisions of the 
Labor-Management Reporting and Disclosure Act 
of 1959. 

h) Every member shall have the right to: 

1) Circulate petitions on union policy. 
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2) Publish and distribute leaflets. news- 
papers and all other written matcrial 
or present his opinions through other 
media, 

3) Be nominated for and hold any office un- 
less prohibited by the Labor-Management 
Reporting and Disclosure Act of 1959 or 
by reasonable qualifications uniformly 
imposed by the International Constitu- 
tion. No elected officer shall be removed 
from office except after reasonable notice 
and a fair hearing on charges. 

4) Vote on the ratification of any collective 
bargaining agreements under which he 
works, subject to reasonabie rules of his 
subordinate body. 

5) Initiate a petition, in his subordinate 
body, for a referendum on any matter 
subject to reasonable rules in the Br- 
Laws of his subordinate body. 

6) (i) The came fair and reasonable access 


nate body for presentation of a point of 
wiew that such member has at the date 
this Constitution is adopted subject to 
reasonable rules governing such publi- 
cation so long as it continues; and 
(ii) the same right as outlined above in 
any publication established by his sub- 
ordinate body after the date this Consti- 
tution is adopted. 
Section 4. Membership Standing 
2) To be in good standing, a member must have 
paid dues for the current quarter and assessments 
and other indebtedness due to the Organization or 
the subordinate body through which he is affiliated 
with the Organization. A member must within 72 
hours after returning to a United States port, 
Saturday, Sundays and holidays excepted, pay all 
indebtedness to the Organization or subordinate 
body incurred during the time he was on the 
voyage when he was unable to put himself in good 
standing. 
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b) A member who is not paid up in ass essments, 
dues and other indchtedness for the current quar- 
ter is no lonver entitled to any of the benefits of 
the Organization or subordinate body. 

ce) A member in errears in dues and assess- 
ments or other indebtedness for six (6) months 
shall stand suspended. 

d) Whenever a member of a subordinate body 
is in distress hecause of a lenrthy illness, he may 
apply in writing to his subordinate body for a 
waiver of ducs. If the subordinate body approves 
the member's application for such waiver of dues, 
his obligation shall be reviewed when the subordi- 
nate body deems necessary, but not less than once 
each year, in order to determine if the member is 
still in distress. 

e) Members wh. are inducted involuntarily into 
the Armed Forces shall have their dues waived 
for the period of their invo'untary service only. 
Within 126 davs of his discharce, such member 
1 satisfy his obligations to the Organization 


sha!) 
ard be avaiable for emplorment. 
Sect cr 5. Reinet7tement of Membership 

a) Reinstatement of members holding a with- 
drawal card prior to the adoption of this Consti- 
tution. : 

Any member holding a withdrawal card at the 
date of the adoption of this Constitution, wishing 
to reinstate from withdrawal, may within one 
year thereafter apply for reinstatement in writ- 
ing, and may be restored to membership only after 
favorabie action at a meeting of the subordinate 
body in which he is reinstating only after he has 
deposited his withdrawal card and made the pay- 
ments required under the By-Laws of the subordj- 
nate body. 

However, any person who has sailed on his 
license, or whose license expired, while on with- 
drawal, must apply for membership is the manner 
of any new applicant. 

b) Termination of membership after the adop- 
tion of this Constitution. 

After the date of the adoption of this Constitu- 
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tion a member must make application for with- 
drawal on a form prescribed by the Organization. 
When such application is granted such member 
shall have completely severed his relationship 
with the Organization and may apply for member- 
ship only as a new applicant and in accordance 
with this Constitution. 

c) Suspended members. 

After adoption of this Constitution a sus- 
pended member must apply for membership in the 
manner of any new applicant. 

Section 6. Honorary Members 

The Organization or subordinate body may 
grant honorary membership subject to regulations 
and privilercs to be established by the General 
Executive Board. In no event, however, shall an 
honorary member be cligible to vote, hold office 
or formally represent the Organization or any of 
its subordinate bodies. 

Section 7. Applicants for Membership 

a) Before an application may be accepted, a 
subordinate body must advise the International 
Secretary-Treasurer who shall consult the list of 
suspended members which shall be submitted to 
him periodically by the subordinate bodies. 

b) Prior to his acceptance as a member by the 
membership of the Organization an applicant 
shall have no rights within the Organization ex- 
cept the following: 

i. 


Employment in accordance with the Na-_ 


tional Shipping Rules and the By-Laws of 
his subordinate body. 

To attend membership meetings cf his sub- 
ordinate body where he shall have no voice 
or vote. 

c) If the applicant becomes delinquent in any 
monies payable to the Orranization prior to his 
acceptance into mermtore’.p, his application shall 
be denied forthwith and no monies paid shall be 
returned. 

d) At any time prior to his acceptance into 
membership, the Organization or his subordinate 
body shall have the mght to deny his application. 
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e) Before being admittea into membership, the 
applicant must tender his full initiation fee and 
required dues and assessments, and have his rec- 
ord examined by a Membership Committee which 
shall recommend acceptance, rejection, or post- 
ponement of the application as the findings indi- 
cate. If rejected, the initiation fec, but not the 
dues or assessments, shall be refunded. 


ARTICLE IV. CONVENTIONS 


Section 1. Authority and Power of Conventions 

The authority and power of this Organization is 
vested in the members thereof acting by and 
through their culy elected delegates meeting in 
Convention assenbled. 

Such Convention is the source of all true and 
lesritimate authority over the Organization and 
possesses a3 such supreme and absolute power 
over same and all channels leading thereto. It 
shall, while in session, have the sole and exclusive 
power to grant charters to subordinate bodies: to 
suspend or revoke for cause any charter 40 
granted; to hear and determine ail appeals and to 
enact laws and establish regulations to settle 
grievances from the subordinate hodics or mem- 
bers thereof in order to carry out in the most 
effective manner the objectives and purposes of 
this Organization. The Convention does not have 
the power to alter or amend the Constitution ex- 
cept as provided in Articie X hereof. 


Section 2. Place, Date and Notice 

The Convention is to be held at a place and date 
to be decided upon by the Convention in session. 
Two-thirds of the registered delegates, including 
the elected officers of the Organization shall con- 


stitute a quorum. The International Secretary- 


Treasurer shall, not less than four (4) months 
Prior to the date of the Convention, send out to 
all subordinate bodies the convention call notify- 
ing them of time and place of Convention. How- 
ever, In case of emergency those members of the 
General Executive Board representing a mavoritr 
of the membership may cause a poll to be taken 
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of all subordinate bodies, and if those Board 
members representing a majority of the member- 
ship vote in favor, the site and/or date of the 
Convention may be changed to a place and time 
more appropriate itor all concerned. 

Section Jd. Re resentation 

a) All subs dinate bodies that have been reg- 
ularly chartered by the Organization shall be 
eligiule to have representation in Lhe Convention, 

b) No subordinate body shall be entitled to 
representation at any Convention unless such sub- 
ordinate body has been chartered at icast three 
(3) months prior to the Convention date and has 
paid all International Dues and all other debts to 
the Organization unless a special dispensation has 
been granted by the majority pro rata vote of the 
General Executive Board, or by the majority pro 
rata vote of the Convention. 

c) Each regulariy aililiated subordinate body 
shall be entitled to membership representation 
based on the average International Dues paid into 
the Organization for the four (4) quarters im- 
mediately preceding the Convention, but in no~ 
event shall this memivership representation ex- 
ceed the true mean membersiip of the suvordinate 
bouy for the immediate preceding four (4) 
quarters. 

d) A subordinate body shall be entitled to one 
delegate for the tirst hundred (100) members or 
less and one delegate for each succeeding hundred 
(160) members or major fraction thereof. 

e) Each delegate shall vote an equal percentage 
of membership of the subordinate body he repre- 
sents provided that all fractional vote be elimi- 
nated. 

f) lf subordinate bodics are unable to send a 
deiegate to the Convention, they are privileged to 
elect as their delegate any member in good stand- 
ing from any other subordinate body of the Or- 
ganization but such delegates shall be limited to 
vote only on matters introduced by such unit. 


Section 4. Election and Credentials of Delegates 
a) The delegates to all Conventions shall be the 
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- most recently elected Convention delegates from 


each subordinate body unless otherwise provided 
by a subordinate bedy’s By-Laws and the Inter- 
national resident, the Internutional Executive 
Vice President and the International Secretary- 
Treasurer. 

iNo persons shall be recognized as a delegate or 

allert ate delegate who is not a member in food 
standing: within the subordinate body issuing ere- 
dentials. Further, cach delegate and alternate dele- 
gate must be chosen by a seerct mostal referendum 
ballot in an election in which ner bers in good 
Standing of the subordinate we eligible to 
participete unless that person delegate as 
provided for by the Constitv ic the By-Laws 
of his subordinate body. This su: sion shall also 
apply to a subordinate body undex rusteeship. 
_ b) The International Secretary-7': ‘asurer shail 
issue the authorized number of credey tials for the 
delegates of each subordinate body which shall be 
properly attested to by the appropriate officer 
from the subordinate body he represenis. A dupli- 
cate of said credential shall be returned to the 
Organization by said officer at least two (2) weeks 
Prior to the Convention. 

If an alternate presents credentials and is 
seated in place of the delecate-elect, ne shall be 
the recognized representative through the remain- 
ing sessions of the Convention. 

If any member pf the Organization has reason 
to challenge the credentials of any delegate on the 
grounds that the delegate has not been elected in 
accordance with this Constitution and his sub- 
ordinate body’s By-Laws, or any other grounds, 
the complaint is to be made to the Credentials 
Committee which shall investigate and report to 
the Convention. The Convention shall determine 
whether or not to seat the deiegate. Failure to 
challenge the delegate in this manner constitutes 
a waiver of all objections. 

c) The International Secretary-Treasurer shall 
pay reasonable expenses incident to the meetings 
of any Convention and the expenses of the Inter- 
national Officers and statf members. The subordi- 
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nate bodies of the Organization shall pay the 
expenses of their respective delegates. 
Section 5, Co mittecs 
a) The International President shall at least 
five (5) days prior to each Convention appoint 
from the delerates-clect, a committee of not less 
than three delegates to act as a Committee on 
Credentials. This Committee shall have its report 
in writing ready for the Convention when it 
opens 
b) The International President shail at least 
five (5) days prior to the Convention, appoint 
the following comniittecs, to serve for that session 
only, to wit: 
1) Rules 
2) Constitution 
3) Resolutions and Petitions 
4) Laws and Legislation 
5) Grievances and Appeals 
6) Finance 
7) General Executive Board Actions 
Tt shall be the duty of the Committee on Finance 
to report to the Convention on the International 
Secretary-Treasurer’s report, making recom- 
mendation should they deem it necessary. 


Section 6. General Conduct of Convention 
a) The order of business at a Convention shall 
be as follows: 
1) Call to Order 
*2) Report on Credentials 
2 Report on Rules 
4) Reports of International Officers 
5) Report on General Executive Board 
action 
6) Report of Committees 
by Unfinished Business 
8) New Business 
9) Nomination of Officers 
10) Adjournment 


*The Chairman of the Credentials Committee 
shall ec nsult with the Chairman of the Finance 
Committee before making his report. 
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Except as otherwise provided by this Constitu- 
tion or rules adopted by the Convention, all 
mectinggs Shall be governed by Roberts’ BKules of 
Order. 

b) All proposed resolutions shall be forwarded 
to the International Secretary-Treasurer at least 
thirty (JO) days prior to the opening day of the 
Convention. 

¢) The order of business may be changed or 
suspended und new resolutions may be considerea 
by a Convention only by a two-thirds’ majority 
pro rata vote. 

d) Members in good standing, or other in- 
dividuals specifically invited by the International 
President and/or by the majority pro rata vote 
of the Convention, shall be authorized observers 
at any plenary session of a Convention. Such per- 
sons may attend Committee meetings only with 
the approval of the Committee by majority vote. 

Observers who interfere with the business of 
the Convention, or who violate rules established 
by the Rules Committee, shall be denied further 
attendance. 


Section 7. Special Conventions 

A Special Convention may be called by a two- 
thirds’ majority pro rata vote of the General 
Executive Board. Special Conventions may also 
be called for by a petition to the International 
President, signed by those Board members repre- 
senting a majority of the dues-paying members. 
The time and place is to be set by the party or 
parties calling such Special Convention. At least 
thirty (30) days’ written notice shall be given to 
the subordinate bodies prior to the date of con- 
vening a Special Convention. 


Section 8. Constitutional Conventions 

a) A Constitutional Convention may be called 
by a two-thirds’ majority pro rata vote of the 
General Executive Board or by a two-thirds’ ma- 
jority pro rata vote of a Regular Convention. 

b) The time, place and written notice shall be 
designated by the persons calling the Constitu- 
tional Convention. 
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ce) Suelt Convention shall be limited to Consti- 
tiucional matters, 

Section 9, Recorda and UCublication of Actions 

The credentials of delegates, resolutions intro- 
duced and other records of each Convention shall 
be preserved until the next Rerular Convention. 
Minutes of each Convention, and other documents 
or reeords required by law, shall be permanently 
maintained hy the International Sceretary- 
Treasurer. 

Within ninety (90) days of the conclusien of a 
Convention, the aflirmative actions shall he pre- 
pared and distributed to all members noting the 
action taken by the Convention. 

Section 10. Verbatim Records 

A verbatim record shall be kept at all Conven- 
tions and copies shall be forwarded to all dele- 
gates and all Ports in which the Organization 
maintains an office, as soon as possible after the 
close of a Convention, 

Section 11. Prory Votca 

There shall be no prexv votes at anv Conven- 
tien execpt as provided in Artie'e IV, Section 
&(f), 

ARTICLE V. INTERNATIONAL 
OFFICERS AND GENERAL 
EXECUTIVE BOARD—ELECTION 
PROCEDURES 


Section 1. Notice af Elections 

Not less than fifteen (15) days prior to any 
election. the International Secerctary-Treasurer 
shall give appropriate notice to the membership 
of the forthcoming election. 
Section 2. International Officers 

The officers of the Organization shall consist 
of an International President, ‘nternational 
Executive Vice President and International Sec- 
retary-Treasurer, who may be referred to collec- 
tively as the International Subcommittee. These 
three officers, together with the three Vice Presi- 
dents of the Offshore Division and the Vice 
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President of any fully-forimed Divi ion, shall con- 
stitute the General Executive Board. Prior to the 
formstion of such other Divisions, the Exeeutive 
Otlicer of each of the remaining subordinate 
bodies shall he members of the General Executive 
Board. If the Executive Officer of a non-fuily 
formed Division is unable to attend a General 
Executive Board meeting, such olficer of the sub- 
ordinate hody who shall Le elected by a majority 
vole of the Executive Board or Committee of the 
subordinate body shall act in the Executive 
Officer's place. 


Section 2. Election of Officers and Terms of Office 


The International President, the International 
Executive Vice President, and the International 
Secretary-Tyeasurer shal! be elected by a plurality 
vote of the reneral membership in cach election, 
Provided the winning candidate receives at least 
forty (40°; ) percent of the valid ballots counted, 
Voting shall be by seeret ballot and conducted by 
an impartial hatlotinge agroney selected by a ma- 
jority pre rata vote of the International Couven- 
tion, 

if a run-olT election is Neevssary it shall be 
between the two candidates receiving the higiest 
vote. If one of the two candi lates in a run-orf 
election declines to run, the other candidate shall 
he deemed elected for said International office. 
The Internaticnal Ballot Committee, the Impar- 
tial Balloting Agency, and the balloting proce- 
dures shail be the same as in the original election. 
The original list of eligible voters, with deletion 
of members who are no longer in food standing, 
shall be used for the mailing of ballots. No other 
proposition may he placed on the ballot and the 
balloting shall commence forthwith but in no event 
later than thirty (30) days following the certifi- 
cation of the results of the election. 

Unless legally removed, all elective Interna- 
tional Officers shall hold their respective offices for 
a term of three (3) years, or until their successors 
are duly elected and installed. 
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Section 4. Eligibility for International Office 
Any member shall be eligible for nomination 


to aa election as International President, Inter- 
national Executive View President, or Interna- 
tional Secretary-Treasurer provided that at the 


time of nemination he has been a member of the 
Organization for a period of four (4) years, two 
ef which shall be immediately prior thereto, and 
is in good standing, as provided in Article III, 
Section 4 of this Constitution. 

No member can accept nomination to, or be 
candidate for more than one office in an Interna- 
tional election. 


Section 5. Nominations 

Nominations for the offices of International 
President, International Executive Vice President 
and International Secretary-Treasurer shall be 
made at the Regular Convention preceding the 
election. 

When a nomination is made in Convention for 
these offices, the mover of the nomination must at 
such time present a statement setting forth the 
nominee’s name, last known address, qualifica- 
tions, background and general experience. The 
same information required of a member nomi- 
nated in Convention shall be furnished along with 
any nomination by petition. 

Nominations may also be made by petition 
sicned by not less than fifty (50) members of the 
Organization. Verification of the good standing 
of the petitioners shall be made by the appro- 
priate officer of the subordinate body of which 
the signators are members. All such nominations 
by petition must be received by the International 
Secretary-Treasurer prior to the time the Chair- 
man declares nominations closed for International 
Officers. 

No later than ten (10) days after the close of 
the nominations, each candidate shall have the 
right to submit a statement not to exceed two 
hundred (200) words which shall include such in- 
formation as: : 

a) Date of joining Organization. 
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b) Subordinate bodies he has belonged to. 

ce) License date and issue number, if any. 

d) Special reference shall be made as to 

whether he was suspended or dropped at any 
time he was in the Orpanization, 

This statement by a candidate shail appear on 
the ballot. If a statement is not furnished a3 re- 
quired in this section, no statement shall appear 
with the candidate's name on the ballot. 


Notification to Nominces 


The nominees for the office of International 
President, International Executive Vice President 
and International Secretary-Treasurer shall be 
notified by telegram or cable of their nomination. 
Such telegram or cable shall advise the candidates 
of the following: 

a) the ten-day acceptance rule. 

b) that his written acceptance must state that 
he is not disqualified as a candidate by the 
Labor-Management Reporting and Dis- 
closure Act of 1959. 

c) of his right to submit a statement for in- 
clusion on the ballot, not to exceed 200 
words which shall inc!ude such information 
as required in a), b), c) and d) of this 
Section 5. 

(For the purposes of this Section, telegrams or 

cables shall be considered communications in 
writing.) 


Acceptance «f Nomination 


Only those candidates who shall have notified 
the International Secretary-Treasurer, in writing, 
within ten (10) days after the close of the nomi- 
nating period that they will accept the nomination 
shall have their names placed on the Interna- 
tional ballot. 

Every candidate for any office in the Orgaui- 
zation shall certify in writing that he is not 
prevented from holding office by any provision of 
the Labor-Management Reporting and Disclosure 
Act of 1959 or by any provision of the Interna- 
tional Constitution. Such certification shall ac- 
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company every candidate’s acceptance of hig 

nomination for oflice. 

Section 6. Election of International Ballot 
Committce 

An International Ballot Committee shall super- 
vise the election and certify that the election was 
conducted in accordance with the International 
Constitution. 

The Committee shall consist of five (6) dele- 
gates elected in Convention. No delegate who is a 
candidate for International Oftice at the forth- 
coming International election shall he a member 
of this International Ballot Committee. This 
Committee shall clect its own Chairman, 

Section 7. List of Eligible Voters 

a) No later than the tenth day following the 
close of the nominating period, each subordinate 
body shall furnish a list of members, in duplicate, 
to the International Secretary-Treasurer, who 
have not been suspended for non-payment of dues, 
unless the Interriational Office maintains such 
information. This list is to include the book 
numver and the home address of each member as 
recorded on the records of the subordinate body. 
This list must be certified by the appropriate 
officer of the subordinate hody. The International 
Secretary-Treasurer sha]l furnish a copy of such 
list to the Impartial Balloting Agency. 

b) Each member whose name appears on the 
above list shall be mailed a ballot. 

ce) If for any reason any member in good 
standing does not receive his builot he may re- 
quest, in writing, a ballot from the Impartial 
Balloting Agency. Such request shall include a 
statement that he has neither received nor voted 
any ballot in this election. The Impartial Ballot- 
ing Agency shall issue a ballot to such member 
found entitled thereto. If a duplicate ballot is 
issued it will be clearly marked “DUPLICATE”, 
Section 8. Balloting Procedure 

a) The Impartial Ballc ting Agency shall send 
out sufficient sample official ballots to each sub- 
ordinate body of the Organization and each such 
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ballot shall bear the names of all candidates who 
have been nominated and who shall have notified 
the International Secretary-Treasurer of their 
aceeptance of such nomination. The form of the 
official ballot of al] subordinate bodies shall be 
identical in nature and Stamped across the body 
of the ballot “SAMPLE”. 

b) The ballot shall be enclosed in an envelope 
which shall have only the foliowing printed 
thereon: SECRET BALLOT. 

The SECRET BALLOT envelope shall be en- 
closed in an outer envelope which shall have the 


‘ following information completed by the member 


in the upper left hand corner: his printed name 
and address, his subordinate body and book num- 
ber, and his signature. This envelope shal! he 
Pre-stamped and self-addressed to the Impartial 
Balloting Agency, c/o Safe Deposit Vault which 
shall be located in the city im which the head- 
quarters of the Organization is located, to be kept 
for tabulation and certification purposes. 

¢) The Impartial Balloting Agency shall be re- 
sponsible for making all arrangements for such 
Safe Deposit Vault and for the placing therein 
of the locked and sealed ballot box of the Organi- 
zation. All such arrangements shall he subject to 
the approval of the International Ballot Commit- 
tee. The Impartial Balloting Agency shall retain 
in its possession the keys to the locked and sealed 
ballot box until the election Tesults have been 
certified by the Impartial Balloting Agency. 

d) Immediately following the tenth day after 
the close of the nominating period, the Impartial 
Balloting Agency under the supervision of the 
International Ballot Committee shall prepare the 
official ballot and shall mail one such ballot to 
each member of the Organization who has not 
been suspended for non-payment of ducs at the 
time the ballots are mailed out. All ballots shall 
he mailed not later than the thirtieth day follow- 
ing the close of the nominating period at which 
nominations have been made. 


e) In any case where a member has listed an 
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office of the Organization or care of an official 
of the Organization as his last known address, the 
linpartial Balloting Agency shall mail a notice to 
such member at that address informing such mem- 
her of the means by which he can obtain his 
ballot, The Impartial Balloting Agency shall not 
send any ballot to an office of the Organization 
nor in care of an official thereof except the offi- 
cial’s own ballot to his own home. 


f) The International Ballot shall be officially 
closed ninety (90) days after the date of the 
mailing of the ballots by the Impartial Balloting 
Agency. All ballots postmarked later than that 
date shall be declared void. In the case of those 
members receiving duplicate ballots, the one with 
the earliest Postmark shall be counted. 


gc) The members of the official International 
Ballot Committee and the Impartial Balloting 
Agency shall be empowered with an order ex. 


ship for each office, provided the winning candi- 
date reccive at least forty (40%) percent of the 
valid ballots counted, shall be declared elected and 
8 certification of the results shall be made by the 
Impartial Balloting Agency. Telegrams or other 
communications shall be sent to all subordinate 
bodies containing the results of said election, 


i) Challenges to the election must be made at 
the time of the counting of the ballot by the can- 
didate or his representative observer who shal! 
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possess certification of same from the candidate 
he represents. 

J) The ballots and all records Pertaining to the 
election must be Preserved for one year. 


Section 9, Miscellancona Election Matters 

u) Any candidate desiring to distribute litera- 
ture in connection with his candidacy, ag Provided 
under Section 401 (c) of the Labor-Management 
Reporting and Disclosure Act of 1959, shall be 
required to pay in advance for the cost of such 
distribution. The amount shail be certified by the 
independent Mailing service ag designated by the 
Inipartial Balloting Agency. The Impartial Bal- 
loting Agency shall make appropriate arrange. 
ments for the Security of the mailing list. The 
Impartial Balloting Agency shall immediately 
notify the candidates of the name of the mailing 
service and the cost of distribution of the candi- 
date’s literature 

b) Installation of officers shall take place not 
later than thirty (30) days after the results of 
the ballot are known, at the convenience of the 
successful candidate. 


Section 19, Vacancies in O fice 

a) In the event there is a vacancy in the office 
of International President, it shall be mandatory 
for the International Executive Vice President to 
assume the office for the remainder of the term. 
Failing to do 0 he shall be removed from office. 

b) Except for the succession procedure set 
forth in Subsection (a) above, any vacancy in any 
Internationa! Office shall be filled by majority pro 
rata vote of the General Executive Board until 
the next regular election 


Section 11. General Executive Board 


other than the International President, Interna. 


tional Executive Vice President and International 
Secretary-Treasurer, shail be elected by secret 


ing of the subordinate body they represent, in 
accordance wit the By-Laws of that subordinate 
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bedy. They shall remain on the General Fixecutive 

Reard by virtue of their continuation ax Vice 

President or Executive Otlicer of a subordinate 

body. 

Section 12. Suspension and Removal of Interia- 
tional and Subordinate Kody Officers 

a) International Officcrs—The General Execu- 
tive Board shall have the power to suspend any 
International Officer from ofice by the two-thirds’ 
pro rata majority vote of the entire Board. Im- 
mediately after anv Suspension, the General 
Executive Board shall submit a recall referendum 
ballot to the membership of the Organization 
which shall contain a description of the offense(s) 
and the approximate dates thereof. 

If the majority vote of the membership ap- 
proves the suspension action the suspended Inter- 
national Officer shall be deemed removed from 
office. If the majority vote of the membership 
disapproves the suspended action, the suspended 
International Officer shall be deemed fully re- 
stored to his office. 

b) Subordinate Body Oficers—The By-Laws of 
each subordinate body shall provide adequate 
procedures for the removal of its officers. 


ARTICLE VI. AUTHORITY AND 
DUTIES OF INTERNATIONAL 
OFFICERS AND INTERNATIONAL 
SUBCOMMITTEE 


Section 1. Duties of International President 

It shall be the dut: of the International Presi- 

dent and he is hereby authorized to: 

a) preside at all Conventions and General Ex- 
ecutive Board meetings and shall have the 
deciding vote in case of a tie on any question. 

b) grart dispensation authorizing subordinate 
bodies to organize and authorizing groups 
to operate until such time as they receive 
their charters with the approval of the 
General Executive Board. 
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appoint all representatives of the Organi- 
zation to serve on International, National 
and local labor or professional organizations 
with which the Organization is atiliate:!, or 
programs which require Organization repre- 
sentation, 

decide on all points of law, interpretations 
of the Constitution, and/or grievances sub- 
mitted to him by the subordinate hodies, 
after consulting with International Counsel. 
When the International President makes 
a decision or interpretation and/or orders a 
subordinate body to observe the laws, rules 
and regulations and the subordinate body 
refuses, the subordinate body shall be sub- 
ject to suspension or revocation of its 
charter with the approval of the General 
Executive Board. 

be an ex-officio member of all committecs. 
supervise the affairs of the Organization 
acting to further the interests of the mem- 
bership. 

act as the Executive Officer of fully-formed 
Divisions and render services thereto. 
accept a call to serve by the government of 
the United States if he believes that it is in 
the best interests of the Organization to 
accept. In such cases his position and re- 
muneration with respect to the Orzanization 
shail continue. If such service is for more 
than thirty days it shall require approval of 
the General Executive Board by its majority 
vote. 

direct that a referendum vote or a vote by 
membership meeting be held by the member- 
ship of any subordinate body on any matter, 
issue or proposition when he believes that 
the welfare of the membership of the sub- 
ordinate body will be protected or enhanced 
by such action. 

delegate to a person or persons the execution 
of such of his duties as he may decide; pro- 
vided, however, that the responsibility of the 
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records for the previous year, all monies 
received and to whom and for what paid out, 
the amourt disbursed during the year and 
assets and liabilities of the Organization, 
together with the cash balance on hand at 
the close of the fiscal year. 

At the end of each fiscal year, the Inter- 
national Seeretary-freasurer shail present a 
CPA’s audit for posting on the bulletin 
board at each oilice of the Organization and 
for distribution to the membership through 
the official publication. 
keep a true record of all transactions of the 
Organization. 
deposit all monies received to the credit of 
the Organization in a bank or banks as he 
shall determine will offer the inost advan- 
tageous yield consistent with safety and 
good financial management, with the consent 
of the General Executive Board. He shall 
sign all checks duly authorized for the 
purpose of paying current expenses. 

Should the International Secretary-Treas- 
urer be unable to perform these duties the 
International President, or the International 
Executive Vice President if so required by 
the International President, shal! have the 
authority to sign such checks and have ac- 
cess to the accounts or safety deposit box, 
and the bank(s) shall be so notified by the 
General Executive Board. 
perform other duties not in conflict with this 
Section as the International President or 
Generai Executive Board may delegate to 
him from time to time. 
preserve and have custody of all corre- 
spondence concerning the Organization and 
all its property, securities, documents, books, 
official seals, records, etc. wherever located. 
hire such clerical help as is necessary to 
carry on the business of the Organization 
and to meet his official duties, and to deter- 
Mine the remuneration and working rules 


and cond'tions of such employees with the 
approval of the International Subcommittee. 
arrange for the preparation and distribution 
of minutes or other records of the actions 
taken or business discussed at Conventions, 
General Executive Board Meetines and 
other important correspondence related to 
the activities of the Organization. 

cause the payment of proper bills and 
expenses of the Organization when sup- 
ported by satisfactory statements or 
vouchers. 

k) maintain such records or Prepare such re- 
ports as may be required by Federal, State 
or local law. 

1) deliver to his successor all funds and prop-~ 
erty of the Organization in his possession 
at the expiration of his official term. 

m) act as the Financial Officer of all fully- 
formed Divisions. 


Section 4. Duties of the International 
Subcommittee 

It shall be the duty of the International 
Subcommittee to conduct the affairs of the Or- 
ranization between meetings of the General Ex- 
ecutive Board. It shail rave full authcrity to act 
on behalf of the Orcanization, subject to the 
action of the next meeting of the General Execu- 
tive Board or Convention. 


Section 5. Remuneration of International Officers 

Effective on the adoption of this Constitution, 
existing benefits of International Officers shall 
continue, including a provision for sixty (60) 
days’ annual vacation. The annual salaries of 
officers shall be: International President—forty 
thousand ($40,000) dollars; International Execu- 
tive Vice President and International Seers- 
ary, {reasurer-—Thirty-five thousand ($35,000) 
dollars. 


Thereafter, the International Officers shall re- 
ceive such compensation and benefits for their 
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services as the International Convention may 
determine. They shall be reimbursed for all rea- 
sonable expenses incurred in the performance of 
the duties of their oflice. 


ARTICLE VII. GENERAL EXECUTIVE 
BOARD 


Section 1. Voting Procedure 

a) The vote of each member of the General 
Executive Board shall be based on the average 
membership for which dues were paid by his 
subordinate body into the Organization during the 
four quarters preceding each General Executive 
Board meeting. 

The votes of the Offshore Division shall be 
equally divided among the individuals represent- 
ing the Offshore Division; namely, International 
President, International Executive Vice President, 
International Secretary-Treasurer and the three 
Offshore Vice Presidents. 

Section 2. Mcetings 

a) Meetings of the General Executive Board 
shall be held at least twice each year. They shall 
be held at such times and in such places as the 
International President shall determine, provided, 
however, one of these meetings shall be held as 
soon as possible after receipt of the annual audit. 

b) Meetings of the General Executive Board 
shall be on not less than ten (10) days’ notice, 
except for emergency meetings. Upon the receipt 
of the call of the General Executive Board meet- 
ing, each Board member shall within forty-eight 
(48) hours, advise the International Office 
whether he will attend. 

c) A meeting of the General Executive Board 
may be called by petition of Board members, the 
combined membership of whose subordinate body 
or bodies represent a majority of the dues-paying 
members of the Organization. 


Section $. Duties and Authority 
The General Executive Board shall act upon 
and decide on all appeals presented to it by sub- 
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ordinate bodies or individual members. Second 
only to the Convention in legislative and policy- 
making authority it shall act between Conventions 
on all matters related to the welfare of the Or- 
fgunization not specifically prohibited by this Con- 
stitution or restricted to uction by the membership 
in referendum ballot and shall decide on all ques- 
tions of law. The General Executive Board is 
hereby authorized to: 


a) supervise the activities, affairs and function- 
ing of the Organization. 

b) act on the issuance or suspension of charters 
of subordinate bodies, as recommended by 
the International President. 

c) establish and order compliance with such 
rules, regulations or procedures, consistent 
with this Constitution, as are required for 
the effective management of the affairs of 
the Organization. 
establish or approve the payment of salaries, 
wages, expenses, allowances and other dis- 
bursements for those employees of the 
Organization not specifically covered by this 
Constitution. 
establish such benefits as may be required 
to attract and retain interested and com- 
petent personnel, including but not limited 
to pension, welfare, vacations, holidays, sev- 
erance pay, tuition or scholarship, and 
insurance benefits, 
lease, buy, sell, mortgage or dispose on 
behalf of the Organization of any property, 
rights or privileges as it thinks is desirable 
to meet the objectives and purposes of the 
membership. 
act on affiliation of the Organization, and 
approve the affiliation of any subordinate 
body, with such International, National and 
local organizations as the Board believes is 
in the best interests of the membership. 
decide questions of jurisdiction relating to 
subordinate bodies and conclude organiza- 
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tional and jurisdictional agreements with 
other labor OrpaAnizations, 
provide tinancial assistance from the general 
assets of the Organization ty any subordi- 
nate body, 
bring suit in behalf of the Organization with 
full authority to bind their action in such 
suit all members of the Organization, and to 
Assume the eosts of any legal actions in 
which the Organization becomes involved. 
levy assessments for necessary revenue jin 
accordance with this Constitution, 
act on the merger of subordinate bodies and 
in this connection may conduct a referendum 
vote among all the members of the subordi- 
nate bodies involved, 
establish such marks, labels or other insignia 
to identify the Organization or to improve 
"he professional recognition and status of 
the membership. 
appoint a person to fill a vacancy in office, 
where procedures are not otherwise provided 
in this Constitution. or the By-Laws of any 
subordinate bedy, to serve until the next 
rezular election for that office. 
refer questions or matters to a subcommit- 
tee of the General Executive Board or the 
International Subcommittee which will de- 
cide or determine the disposition of such 
questions or matters, subject to action at 
the next meeting of the General Executive 
Board or Convention. 

P) conduct a poll of members on such subjects 
and under such rules as it may decide, 


ARTICLE VIil. REVENUE AND FUNDS 


Section 1. International Dues 


a) Commencing October 1, 1970, the financial 
Officer of each subordinate body shall pay the In- 
ternational Secretary-Treasurer the followizg 
amount for each member in good standing of the 
subordinate body, each calendar quarter:

Such payment shall be accompanied by a report 
in a form prescribed by the International Secre- 
tary-Treasurer.

b) Each subordinate body shall have the 
authority to fix the amount of its members’ dues 
subject to the provisions of (c) below, but no 
change in such amounts shall be made except as 
approved by a majority vote in referendum bal- 
loting on the change. 

c) The minimum annual dues which may be 
required by any subordinate body shall be as

Section 2. Initiation Fees 
a) Offshore Division 

1) The initiation fee for an applicant who 
had an original license issued less than 
one year prior to the date of application 
shall be $1,c00. 

2) The initiation fee for an applicant who 
has had an original license for one year 
or over but less than five years as of the 
date of his application, military service 
excluded, shall be $2,000. 
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3) The initiation fee for an applicant who 
has had any license five years or over 
from the date of issue of the original 
license to the date of application, mili- 
tary service excluded, shall be $3,000. 

b) Inland Locals 

1) The initiation fee for an applicant shall 

be $250 unless the applicant has served 
more than one year on his license issued 
by the United States Authorities. 
The initiation fee for an applicant who 
has served one or n.>re years on his li- 
cense issued by the United States Au- 
thorities shall be $500. 

c) At least fifty (50°) percent of all initiation 
fees received by all subordinate hodies shall be 
paid to the Organization as they are received. 

d) The International President may, after in- 
vestigation, give dispensation to a subordinate 
body and waive all or part of an initiation fee. 

e) Any subordinate body collecting monies from 
members of another subordinate body shall for- 
ward all such collections to the International 
Secretary-Treasurer. 


Seetion 3. Charter Fees and Assessments 

Before the issuance of any charter to a subordi- 
nate body. the applicant for a charter shall for- 
ward to the International Secretary-Treasurer a 
charter fee of 3100 and, if required by this 
Constitution or the General Executive Board, an 
assessment for each signatory to the application. 
This assessment may be applied to future Inter- 
national Dues at the discretion of the General 
Executive Board. 
Section 4. Other Income 

Subject to applicable law and the provisions of 
this Constitution, actions for obtaining income 
may be instituted by the Convention or the Gen- 
eral Executive Board. 
Section §. Timely Payment 

International dues must be paid by each sub- 
ordinate bedy within one month following the 
calendar quarter for which payment is due. If 
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a subordinate body fails to make payment on a 
timely basis the International Seerctary-Treas- 
urer shall refer the matter to the International 
President who shall take appropriate lawful 
action. 


ARTICLE IX. SUBORDINATE BODIES 


Section 1. Application for Charter

ARTICLE X. AMENDMENT OF 
CONSTITUTION 


Section 1. International Dues Increases, 
Assessments and Amendments 

a) Subsequent to the adoption of this Constitu- 
tion, any future Internationa] Dues increases, or 
assessments, or any Constitutional amendment 
Shall be adopted in the following manner: 

1) a two-thirds’ majority pro rata vote in a 
Regular, Special or Constitutional Con- 
vention; and 

2) approved by a majority vote of the 
membership voting in a secret referendum 
ballot. 

b) The General Executive Board by its two- 
thirds’ majority pro rata vote shal] have the 
power to levy an emergency assessment. Such 
action of the General Executive Board must be 
ratified by a majority vote in a forty-five (45) day 
referendum ballot, in which all members in good 
standing of the Organization are eligible to vote. 
Such action shall he effective only until the next 
regular Convention. 

c) The referendum ballots by the membership 
under Subsections (a) and (b) of this Section 
shall be conducted by an impartial balloting 
agency, elected by the majority vote of the Con- 
vention or General Executive Board whichever 
the case may be. The impartial balloting agency 
shall be under the general supervision of a duly 
elected International Ballot Committee, which 
Committee shall also be elected by eitzer the In- 
ternational Convention or the Genera! Executive 
Board, whichever the case may be. 


Section 2. Procedures for Proposal and 
Adoption of Resolutions 

a) Amendments or _ resolutions Proposed by 
subordinate bodies, officers or delegates, which 
would amend the Constitution must be filed in 
writing with the International Secretary-Treas- 
urer at least thirty (30) days prior to the Conven- 
tion at which they are to be considered. Copies of 
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such revelution shall be distributed to all subordi- 
nate bodies prior to the commencement of the 
Convention with, if possible, an estimate of the 
cost factors involved with the proposal. 

b) The Constitution Committee may submit a 
proposed amendment by a majority vote of its 
members, to the full Convention. 

Section 3. State and Federal Law 

Any Article within this Constitution that is in 
direct conflict with any State or Federal Law shall 
not be enforced by the elected officers of the 
Organization. The General Executive Board shall 
have authority between Conventions to amend this 
Constitution as necessary to remove any conflict 
between its provisions and those of any applicable 
Federal or State law, 


ARTICLE XI. OTHER MATTERS 


Section 1. Bonding of Officers and Employees 

All Officers and employees of the Organization 
and subordinate bodics who handle funds or prop- 
erty of the Organization shall be bonded in accord- 
ance with Federal Law. The International Secre- 
tary-Treasurer shall advise each subordinate body 
of its bonding requirements. To accomplish this 
the International Secretary-Trensurer must be 
furnished with a Certified Public Accountant's 
audit of each subordinate body’s books. The ex- 
pense of such bonding shall be borne by the Or- 
ganization and all bonds shall be held in trust by 
the International Secretary-Treasurer. 


Section 2. Pledge for Officers 
All officers of the Organization shall, within 
thirty (30) days of taking office or commencing 
employment, sign the following pledge which shall 
be immediately forwarded to the international Sec- 
retary-Treasurer and filed by him: 
“I hereby pledge that I will faithfully perform 
the duties of the office which I shall hold; that 
I will observe, enforce and support the Con- 
stitution and By-Laws of the International 
Organization of Masters, Mates and Pilots, to 
the best of my ability. I believe in the demo- 
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cratic form of governinent and constitution of 
the United States of America, and wil) defend 
the same to the best of my ability. I further 
pledge to work at all times for the best inter- 
ests of the members of International Organi- 
zation of Masters, Mates and Pilots, so help 
me God.” 

(This pledge to be adapted for representatives 
in foreign countries.) 


Section 3. Strikes and Lockouts 


a) The International President is authorized to 
direct a subordinate body to take a vote to accept 
or reject a proposed contract, either by referendum 
ballot or by such procedure as is outlined in the 
subordinate body's By-Laws. 

b) Prior to a subordinate body becoming in- 
volved in a strike, lockout, boycott, lawsuit or other 
serious difficulty such subordinate body shall 
notify the International President immediately of 
the nature of the difficulty and the action con- 
templated. If the action to be taken shali invoive 
other subordinate bodies or other labor organiza- 
tions, the International President shall have the 
authority to modify or prohibit such action. 

c) Subordinate bodies are authorized to estab- 
lish programs to provide strike or out-of-work 
benefits in case of strike or lockout, in accordance 
with the subordinate bodv’s By-Laws. 


Section 4. Collective Bargaining Agreements 


Subordinate bodics shall have authority to nego- 
tiate agreements affecting their locality and iuris- 
diction exclusively. The agreements must be made 
in the name of the International Organization of 
Masters, Mates and Pilots. No agreement shall be 
signed by an officer without receiving the consent 
of the International President. Original copies of 
all agreements are to be forwarded to the Organi- 
zation, copies to be made and retained by the 
subordinate body. No subordinate body shall pur- 
port to make the Organization or any other 
subordinate body a party to, or refer to it as a 
separate entity in, any collective bargaining or 
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other agreements without the express written con- 
sent of tue International President. 
Section 3. Official Publication 

a) The Organization shall publish and dis- 
tribute to all members an official publication which 
shall be known as “The MASTER, MATE AND 
PILOT”. Such publication shall contain matters 
related to Organization functions, policies and 
activities. 

b) The official publication shall be under the 
direction of an Editorial Board elected annually 
by the General Executive Board. The Board shall 
consist of the International Subcommittee and 
three members elected by the General Executive 
Board. 

c) Every member shall have the right to fair 
and reasonable access to the official publication for 
presentation of a point of view for or against 
Proposed amendments to this Constitution or other 
matters submitted to referendum, subject to 
reasonable rules adopted by the General Executive 
Board. 

Section 6. Separate Counting of Subordinate 
Body Ballots in Any Referenda 

In all elections and referenda votes cast by 
members of each subordinate body shall be counted 
and the results published separately. The ballots 
and all records pertaining to the election or 
referenda must be preserved for cne year. 


ARTICLE XII. CREATING

Eligibility to membership shall be any person

minimum annual dues shall be $36. The [nterna- 
tional Dues shall be paid to the International See- 
retary-Treasurer quarterly, at the rate of $1.89 
per member per quarter, The reinstatement fee 
shall be $25 and three months’ dues in advance. 
The minimum annual dues for unlicensed super- 
visory deck officers shall be $60. 
Section 3. Transfer of Members to Other Locals 
Associated Maritime Workers Locais shall ar- 
range an equitable agreement for transfer of 
membership to other Locals, provided, however, no 
Associated Maritime Worker Local member shall 
be transferred to another Local except by paying 
the difference in the amount of the initiation fee 
which he paid to his Associated Maritime Workers 
Local and the initiation fee of the Local into which 
he is transferring. 


Section 4. Joint Meetings 

Regular and Associated Maritime Locals may 
call joint special meetings for transaction of busi- 
ness alfecting both Locals. 


Section 5. Representation at International 
Conventions and International 
Executive Committee Meeting 
During the Convention, Associated Maritime 
Workers Locals shall be entitled to representation 
based on the average International Dues paid into 
the International Organization during the preced- 
ing year. Associated Maritime Workers Locals 
shall vote only on matters pertaining to their own 
class of work and to elect International Officers. 
The Executive Officers of each Associated Mari- 
time Workers Local, or if the Executive Officer is 
not available, such officer of the Local as shall be 
appointed by majority vote of the Executive Com- 
mittee of such Local, shall be a member of the 
International Executive Committee with voice and 
vote on matters pertaining to his class of work. 


ARTICLE XIII. EFFECTIVE DATE 


Section 1 
The effective date of this Constitution shall be 
October 1, 1970. Thereafter, the provisions of the 
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previous Constitution shall become void except as 
eowise provided in this Constitution. 
Section, Transition Period 

a) It ig recognized that mujor changes in the 
structure of the Orgnnization cannot bo accom- 
plished without careful planning and extensive 
work by Officers and emplovees. Consequently, 
upou certification by the Impartial Balloting 
Ageucy that the membership has adopted this 
Constitution, the Officers of the Intecnational and 
subordinate bodies are hereby authorized to take 
such steps as are necessary to accomplish the re- 
organization of the Organization as provided 
herein and to promote orderly transition from the 
former organization. This includes, but shall not 
be limited to, administering the provisions of col- 
lective bargaining agreements; changing the titles 
of Port Oflicers, arranging uniform administrative 
procedures; entering into contracts with existing 
or new service organizations or professional ad- 
visors for periods not exceeding five years, utiliz- 
ing letterhead or other identifying matter carrying 
the new structure arrangement. 


As of January 1, 1972, the provisions of this 
Section 2 shall become inoperative and this Section 
2 shall be deleted from the Constitution in all 
future publishing or duplication. 

b) Protection of Locals’ Assets 


The amalgamation of Locals in the course of 
formation of Divisions will necessarily result in 
the Division replacing all amalgamating Locals. 
To protect the interests of the amalgamating 
Locals’ members, provision has been made for 
administration of the collective bargaining agree- 
ments of the Locais. To protect the interests of 
the Locais’ members in the Locais’ assets, the fol- 
lowing protective rules are established: 

All assets of any present offshore Local shall 
be subject to disposition only by vote of the mem- 
be. ship of that Local pursuant to its current By- 
Laws. For the purpose of disposing of their assets 
in accordance with the desires of the Local’s mem- 
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bership, present offshore Locals shall continue to 
exist for a period not to exceed three years. 
Neither the Organization nor the Division nor any 
person or entity except the members of the Local 
involved may direct or participate in any degree 
in the decision of the Local's membership regard- 
ing disposition of its assets. If a Local's member- 
ship so decides such assets or part thereof may be 
used to pay or prepay the dues obligations or part 
thereof of former members of such Local to the 
Organization or to the appropriate Division. 

c) Existing Probationary Memberrn 

Membership rights and obligations of those 
persons who are probationary members at the 
date of adoption of this Constitution shall not be 
affected. 

d) No person elected by the membership of a 
former Local shall receive compensation or bene- 
fits less than those which would Rave been paid 
during his elected term in Local office, if he is not 
re-elected in the election to be held in 1971. He 
shall receive all the compensation or benefits for 
the entire term of the Local office to which he had 
been elected. 

e) For the transitional term of office, Conven- 
tion delegates shall be elected in the same manner 
and in the same numbers as is provided in the 
Constitution or By-Laws of the former Offshore 
Locals. i 

f) The alternates to the Offshore Division Vice

g) In order to resolve the problems existing 
amongst certain members and Locals on the West

MR. SCHWARTZ: I represent the Inter- 


national and Mr. Harold Local 88 and working in

MR. HALL: Are either of those two par- 
ties to the proceadings?

' MR. BAROLD 1 The Union is very much an 


entity here and very mich represented by counsel. 
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THE ARBITRATOR: Let's see if we can 
have an agreement on who the parties are to this 
proceeding. 

MR. HAROLD: Before we Go this--it may 
save @ lot of time -- the way this matter comes 


up is this: 


At the time of the selection of the 


Ballot Committee, which, under the processes of 
the Masters, Mates and Pilots, is done at its 
regular International convention, the Ballot. 
Committee asked for a statement in the form of 
@ resolution, or some expression of thoughtas to 
what to do about the problem of men who had ac- 
cepted as candidates for more than one office. 

The convention recommended that the 
matter he arbitrated. 

, Actually, that's not binding on the 

Ballot Committee and is simply a recommendation. 

We've had some scheduling problems. 
Originally, it had been our understanding that 
this matter was going to be scheduled for Wednes- 
day of this week, Burt was tied up. And then 
there was some problem getting ahold of him. And

town. We have people coming in from the Weet 
Coast and the Gulf and places like that. For a 
while it was thought Burt might not be free until 
next week, but then I gather Mra. Carlson got 
ahold of him and he said he will be free today. 

At this point, we had some wires crossed. 
I had hoped to have the Ballot Committee in and 
to deal with this problem Thursday, but that 
scheduling became difficult, and the Ballot Com- 
mittee now can not come in and would not meet un- 
t41 Monday. | 

Now, under that circumstance, it scems 
to me that we've gotten the cart before the ‘end. 
It may very wall be, when the Ballot Committee 
meets and Burt comes, we can work out samething. 
But, in any event, the Ballot Committee really 
mast act first. 


MR. RALL: When are the ballots going 


MR. SCHWARTZ: As soOn as we can. I 
guess in a couple of weeks, We would like to get

Amos Koonce accepted for the office for 
the former local, not an International office, 
and accepted for the office of International vice 
president. So, I guess what he wants to do is to 
get off the local office, or New York office, and 
run for the other. 

Well, there is a question if he accepted 
on the one, the first one, can he run ior the 
second one. Then there is a problem of letting 
him get off the first one, because that ballot 
committee is gone, or should he stay on both. 


We don't have any really monumental 


problem here. fz guess the biggest problem is 


acheduling, reaily. 
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What we should do ia to get before the 
Ballot Committee on Monday,and if we can't re- 
solve it, I think we ought to get back quickly 
before you and see if we can't get the ballots 
out. 

MR. HALL: Let me give e vlightly dif- 
ferent version of this. 

Koonce was nominated for the Local of- 
fice at a time when, because of the nature of this 
membership, it is very difficult for one member to 
be in touch with the other. He withdrew from thet 
office before the question of his nomination for 
International office came up. 


MK. SC'UWARTZ: He accepted, though, what 


we call the former Local] office. 


MR. HALL: Then he withdrew from that. 

These are seagcing membership, and, of 
course, it is difficult for one man to be in touch 
with the other; unless they happen to be officials 
in the rank and file, it iz very difficult to get 
together as to the plans. 

Because of the uncertainty, Koonce was in 
the position where he had tentatively accepted be- 


cause he didn’t know wheather another member would 
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be available and thon withdrew upon discovering 


that °-ne of his allies was on the ticket. It was 


after that that he accepted the International 


vice president nomination. 

Now, his withdrawal had been sent to 
the Local, given to the Local, addressed to the 
BAllot Committee of the Local. Apparently it 
never got to the committee. The president of the 
Local took it upon himself to send a letter to 
Koonce, summarily denying it. 

Koonce is determined to exhaust, in good 
Zaith, the remedies to the organization, and we 
enlace this one of the remedies -- in reference 
to this arbitration -- and it4s understood to be 
figured by all of us. It is not binding on eany- 
body -- at least not on Mr. Koonce -- afterwards. 
Mr. Schwectz says it is not binding on the Union, 

MR. SCHWARTZ: It is not binding we go 
to arbitration, but, if we go, then it will have 
‘to be binding. 

HR. HALL: Of course, wa do not waive any 
other remedies Mr. Koonce may have under the law. 

However, we are here to point out that ie 


ie@ the pact practice, both of the International and 
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the Local -- very recent past practice -- to allow 
withdrawals. In the 1968 elections, one man was 
allowed to withdraw -- Mr. Pollocheck -- after the 
ballots had been printed. In the game yoar, about 
the same year -- that was in 1965 -- excuse me. 

In 1968, the International allowed a man by the | 
name Of Price Mitchell to withdraw from nomination 
for the office of International first vice presi- 
dent. This was considered a reasonable request, 

and the withdrawal was accapted. 

That, as I understand it, is tha practice 
both of the International and of the Local, and it 
should be followed here, even though the person 
applying is a rank-and-filer. 

Apparently, the only reason why this man 
was denied the right to withdraw is because he was 
@ rank-and-file-:. I2 his name was Gaier, Pollocheck 


or Scave, I don't think he'd have any difficulty. 


MR. HAROLD: You will substantiate that wit)

MR. HALL: I think it is inherent in the 
record. 
" MR. HAROLD: May I <= 
THE ARBITRATOR:

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MR. HAROLD: I've been trying not to 
interrupt, as @ sens. of courtesy, but I would 
like to have come in sooner, becausa ~-- at least 
in our experience in dealing with Local 88 elec- 
tions under the same format, with the American 
Arbitration Association -- my best recoiiection on 
that is -- and I believe it's accurate -- we have 
not thereby removed from authority the elections 
and objections cr balic*ing committee and its 
powers and functions. All we have allowed, in 
Our procedures, is that any member feeling ag- 
grieved from a ruling of such balloting committee 
has a right tc ask review by the AAA, that it 
chooses an arbitrator. 

I cannot conceive, as a trade-union lawyer 
for so many years, that we come to an arbitrator 


* 


to set our rules. We have, however, agreed the rules 


@s established by the authority of the organization 


may be appealed by a person aggrieved. 

| The authority for the determination of 
the proprioty of a withdrawal, or eligibility, the 
elections and objections committee -- when I was 
in Local 42 30 years ago -- it is the same kind of 


committee that has the constitutional authority 
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delegated to it by the International constitution 
and the convention to run the elections. You are 
selected as an aid in that process, principally 
to sce to the impartial sending-out of the ballots 
and impartial receipt of the ballots and tally of 
the ballots. If there be rulings concerning eli- 
gibility, there must be rulings eeeiisiien: then, 
as I see the picture. The resolution of the In- 
ternational convention has said that Tuling can go 
to an arbitrator in this case. 

MR. HALL: I'm wondering why the Sallot 
Committee of Local 88, New York branch, which Mr. 
Harold represents, was not allowod to mcet and 
Consider Mr. Koonce's withdrawal. Instead, it was 
given to Mr. Gaier, simply to send a letter refusing. 
MR. HAROLD: As to that latter question, 
I don’t want to argue at this point bocause I don't ‘ 
think we have reached it. I'm not presupposing 
what the Ballot Committee may do, but I don't want 
to twice get involved in argumentation concerning 
merit.

after, if there a contention they acted contrary 
to the rules and regulations of the Union, that 
that, then, is an appealable matter to arbitration, 
either before me or the American Arbitration Assc- 
ciation? 
MR. HAROLD: That is my position. 
THE ARBITRATOR: So we have this pro- 
Cedural problem, if it is a problem -- at least 
this procedural contention raised by both the 
International and the Local. 
Ie the Ballot Committee supposed to neet 
on Monday? 
MR. HAROLD: I so understand. 


THE ARBITRATOR: And is going to take 


some action in connection with -- 


MR. HAROLD: It would be their responsi- 


i dity to hear and act upon it. 


MR. HALL: Pirst of all, there are two

ballot committees: the New York branch and tho 
International one. Tha New York branch is the 
one Mr. Harold represents. 

If what Mr. Harold is saying were true, 


it would scem to ma impossible that the Local 


Ballot Committee could have been pre-empted 


the port agent for the present Local, Mr. Gaier. 
Apparently the withdrawal was handed to Mr. Gaier, 
addressed to Mr. Scavo, for the Ballot Committce, 
and Mr. Gaier gave it to nobody but simply answered 
it by refusing the withdrawal. If the approval of 
the Ballot Committee is so important, I would like» 
an explanation. 

The second matter as to the procedural 
objection, it is my understanding -- perhaps they 
can produce the actual resolution -- the Inter- 
national convention, the highest body in this Union, 
has raferred this matter to the American Arbitra- 
tion Association. How they can say the lower body 
within the Union now takes over again before the AAA 
can resolve this for the Union, I can't imagine. 
This is an appeal taken to the convention, and it 
has resolved it in this fashion, by referring it to

this body. 
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_ I assume, Mr. Schmertz, you should con- 
sider yourself as a committee for the convention, 
in a sense, that you are solving a question for the 
convention. Where the Ballot Committee comes in, 
I can't imagine. That's a step that's been by- 
passed by the convention itself. 

MR. HAROLD: There i certain factual 
inaccuracy in the statement. Neither Mr. Gaier nor 
Mr. Scavo is a candidate. I was very certain they 
so understood it, and I would be responsible as to 
this advice. They had absolutely no right or duty 
to judge on Mr. Koonce's application to the Local 
Ballot Committee concerning his right to withdraw. 

It was their Opinion, and mine, that, 
after the acceptance and determination of eligi- 
bility by the Local Balloting Committee under the 
new structure of the International Union, the 
election ig run not by any Local election committee 
but by the International, since there has been a 
consolidaticn of locals in the districts. 


MR. HALL: Are you saying, Mr. Harold,

Of Amos Koonce? 


MR. HAROLD: I am quite willing and able 
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to explain on tho record what Local 88 did.
